wozld alone, & will haue th grow tothe harveſt, leaſt in plucks 
ing them vp they deſtroy che wheate, hee taketh awap'that-po» 
wer from the Pagiſtraces, Therefoze this parable muſt not ber 
taken ofthe good and the bad together in the woꝛld. And mark 
how he lapth not, let them alone, becauſe it belongeth not vuta 
ve, but let them alone leaſt pe pluck vp the wheate. Nhat then 
ſhall we neither cake it of the Church noz of the moꝛldz becauſe 
of an abſurditie which ſeemeth to followe on either ſide $ Df the 
woꝛld indeed it cannot bee taken, as J have ſhewed befoze, be⸗ 
cauſe he ſapth,not the woꝛld is like, but the kingdome ol heaven 
is like, but ol the Church it is ſayd, that as the good ſerde ann 
the bad are ſowen and grow together vntill harueſt in the mans 
field, ſo the good and bad men are mixed in the Church ſo long 
as it remapneth in the wozld, How then koz thele-wozds, let 
them alone, let them growe vnto che harueſt 4 Jt is plaine(ifwe 
will auopd abſurdtties on both ſides)that our Saviour doth not 
bere meddle either with the Ciuill oꝛ Eccleſiaſticall power, but 
as lt is the manner in parables to vtter ſoine ſapings which are 
onelp to ſhew ſome poynt of doctrine,#not to be taken ſtriektly 
As fo2 example, when our Santour 
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ſuch 6s cannot be dzought to repentanre by heaping Moſes any 
the Prophets, will not tepent tf one ſhould riſe from the dead 
to bzing in this doctrine , the damned ſoule is ſayd to intreatt 
Abraham that hee would fend Lazarus vnto his fathers houſe 
to warne his echzen, leaſt they ſhould tome into that place, 
Shall we chtak that damnen foules haue ſuch a care that others 
map repent and be ſaued ? May, as I ſapd,it is oneip to bꝛing in 
a doctrine, Mhat is the doctrine then which our Sauiour doth 
dying in by theſe wozds,let them alone, let chem grow together 
vnto the harueſt ? This it is, that when the Chziſtian Pzinces 
baue done what they can in refozming the Church, and put che 
wicked malefactoꝛs to death: and when the cenſures eccleſiaſti- 
tall bee moſt diligently and wiſely executed, pet will there bee 
beapes of vngodly ones in the Church, and that ſeeing it cannot 
be auoyded, men are not to make Schilmes, and ſo to rend vp 
the wheate, but meekl to expect che barueſt when the full ſepa- 
ration ſhallbe made, Be not therefoze (Paſter Barrow) ſo ab» 
ſutd, as by an imagined abſurditie, to ouerthzowe the doctring 
of a parable fo fleerelp expꝛeſſed.
